Market Hees. 


The Municipal Committee of the Legis- 
lature has decided to postpone action on 
Mr. Harcourt’s bill to abolish market fees 
until next session, with the object of af- 
fording an opportunity of considering the 
matter during recess, The Monetary Tiwes 
yory sensibly discusses the question, and as 
its remarks may haye aneffect influencing a 
conclusion on the subject, we make the fol- 
lowing extract from them : 


“« Very great confusion of ideas on the subject 
prevails, Market fees may he injurious to the 
city that receives them, and it might be good 
economy in the cities to abolish them. But the 
foundation on which they rest is a very substan- 
tial one ; they repreeent only a fair compensa- 
tion for money spent on markets, for the con- 
ience both of seller and buyer. Chey are in the 
nature of b uilding rent, and are as legitimate 
and unassailable as any other building rent. It 
would. certainly be unjust for the Legislature, 
merely because it has the power—if it really has 
it—to abolish them without the consent of the 
parties interested.” 


This is certainly the case in this city, as 
the amount realized from the market fees: 
does notamount to the interest which accrues 
annually on the amount invested in market 
lot and buildings at the very moderate rate 


of 6 percent. Then the heating of the 
market building for the convenience of sell- 
ers as well as buyers in winter,its watering 
in summer, and necessary repairs to build- 
ings and grounds,entail an additional heavy 
expenditure, which is borne by the City. 


In fact, the accommodation provided for 
vendors of produce is of great benefit to 
them in every senso ; it prevents the de 
terioration in value of butter and articles 
of that class from dust and heat in summer 
as well as provides them a comfortable sale 
room in winter, and those who secure these 
advantages ought to pay for them. The 
market fees in Belleville are very light,and 
in no way commensurate to recompense the 
municipality for the expense incurred in 
providing comfortable accommodations for 
those who ayail themselves of them, ‘That 
the farmers of this vicinity object seriously 
to do so we are not aware, and it seems 
almost as if Mr. Harcourt had undertaken 
to manufacture a grievance for the agricul- 
turists. That his Bill will pass the Legisla- 
ture when brought up again we do not 
ariticipate, for the case of the urban muni. 
Cipalities is so strong that it can hardly fail 
to become more weighty upon reflection. 
Although, then, interference from the 
Legislature is not to be looked for for less 
than another year at all events, as we have 
previously intimated there is a measure 
now before the House of Commons which 
would tend to destroy the public markets. 
This is a Bill introduced by Mr. Valeo,and 
entitled ‘‘ An Act to encourage the sale of 
Farm Produce.” This Bill is a yery short 
one, and we give it entire as follows :— 


Whereas doubts exist as to the legality of 
certain regulations established by municipal 
councils of towns or cities in the Dominion, in 
relation to the free sale of farm produce within 
the limits of such municipalities, towns or cities 
and such regulations are an obataclein the de- 
velopment of the trade in agricultural produce, 
and itis expedient to remove such doubts : 
Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate and House of Com- 
mons of Canada, enacts as follows : 


No charge, tax or rate whatever shall be im- 
posed or levied on the sale of farm produce un- 
der or in virtue of any municipal regulation, 
within the limits of any municipality, or any 
incorporated town or city, provided such sale 
takes place elsewhere than on the markets, 
wharves or other property belonging to such 
municipality, town or city. 

Whether or not the term ‘‘other proper- 
ty” is intended to include the public 
streets, which are certainly the property 
of the municipality, is not. clear, but the 
preamble would lead to the inference that 
it is notso intended. In any case, how- 
ever, the Bill would prove highly detri- 
mental, and almost as bad in its effects as 
that of Mr. Harcourt. Under it farm 
produce, no matter by whom offered for 
sale, could be disposed of in hotel yards, 
or on any private property, so that the 
markets would cease to contribute more 
than a mere trifle towards their support. 
It is therefore incumbent upon the City 
Council to take action at once in opposition 
to the proposed measure, and not only to 
petition Parliament against its passage, but 
to ask the members forthe County to 
oppose it inthe House. We trust that 
every municipality interested will unite in 
prompt and energetic action to the same 
end,

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE 


Which Will Probably Termi- 
nate Fatally. 


This morning, shortly before seven 
o'clock, Robert Ferguson, o tanner, on- 
gaged in tho tannery of Mr, John Wolsh 
at Oanifton, und living in that village, at- 
tompted suicide by cutting his throat with 
a razor, 

The only reason assigned for this attempt

Several questions by members were put, 
and among the replies was an announce- 
ment by Hon. Mr, Langevin to Mr. Hay 
that the Government were considering a 
scheme for the preservation and improve- 
ment of Toronto harbor. 





TAB PACIFIO RAILWAY, 


The debate this afternoon took a sudden 
serious turn. Mr. McLennan, of Glen- 
gary. spoke at length on the work of the 
Ovnadian Pacific Railway, drawing upon 
his personal experiences in the North-Weat 
for materials to support his allegations as 
to the present condition of things, and 
quoting the report and eyidence of 
the Committee on Section 15 to prove 
past extrayagance. Mr. McLennan’s posi- 
tion was, in brief, that the Engineer-in- 
Ohief, Mr. Fleming, had been the cause 
of a good deal of unnecessary expense to 
the country in the progress of the work so 
far. He also criticized the location of the 
railway in Menitoba, with reference to the 
interests of Winnipeg and Selkirk. He 
pointed out the mistakes of the past, and 
expressed his confidence that the present 
Government would avoid them. If not, 
he, for one, would find himself frail in 
supporting them. His speech was listened 
to with much attention and respect. It 
was plain, of course, that though the 
speoch was friendly in tone and frank in 
its criticism, it was not such a speech as 
could be permitted to remain unanswered 
by the Ministry. It was, of course, large- 
ly anticipating the debate on the Pacific 
railway, and forcing the Minister to speak 
sooner than he intended. Nevertheless, 
an answer was necessary, and Sir 
Charles .Tupper replied at once. He 
took each point of Mr. McLennan’s 
speech, and replied with some degree 
of minuteness. The relations of Mr. 
Fleming to the Government, which began 
in 1862, end have continued ever since, 
were stated with all possible frankness. 
The question of expenditure was also 
entered upon. The responsibility for the 
expenditure over the estimates on Section 
15 was placed on tho shoulders of Mr. 
Mackenzie. ‘The location of the railway 
was defended, apparently to the satisfac- 
tion of the previous speaker. The Minis- 
ter expressed his contidence of winning the 
approbation of the House when he brought 
down all official information on the sub- 
ject of the Pacific railway. He spoke for 
over an hour. Mr. Mackenzie followed in 
a yery temperate speech, which he did not 
conclude at six o'clock. The debate, 


therefore, goes over for the present, and, 
ofvvurev, excites a good deal of very 
natural interest. 


After recess, several Private Bills were 
advanced a stage. 


Mr. Hooper rose aud read a statement, 
in which he replied to the allegations con- 
tained in the petition attacked his seat. He 
claimed that the matter was still sub judice 
andhe denied all knowledge that there 
was any deficit in his accounts as treasurer 
forthe counjy, he withdrew from the 
chamber. Cries of ‘‘Lost” greeted Mr. 
Casey as he rose and spoke on behalf of the 
motion referring the petition to the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections. Messrs 
Kirkpatrick, Iyes and Cameron (Victoria 
spoke strongly against the motion, conten- 
ding that the proposed reference was un- 
predecented, that there were not sufficient 
facts before the House to justify it, that 
the matters complained of were purely 
municipal in their character, and_ finally 
that the hon. member assailed had denied 
in toto the charges. The latter gentleman 
moved an amendment to the effct that the 
reference should not be made as the peti- 
tion did not disclose any facts attacking the 
hon members right to his seat, and because 
the hon, member denied the allegations. 
At Mr. Anglin’s suggestion the last sen- 
tence of Mr. Cameron’s amendment was 
eliminated,and the amendment was carried 
without a division. 


The House adjourned at 10:30 p. m.

Yeatorday a second discussion was raised 
by the Opposition on the right of persons 
to occupy seats in the Assembly while they 
were in arrears for timber dues.

An »amendmont ly Mr. Mere- 
dith, condemning the taking away from the 
county judges of the right to appoint clerks 
and bailiffs, was defeated by a majority of 
44 to 26, and a third amendment, also by 
Mr, Meredith, to enlarge the jurisdiction 
in cases whero the debt is liquidated, rs 
well as in those where it is ascertained by 
tho signature of the defendant, was voted 
down by 49 to 23. Tho third reading was 
then carried,

‘This strengthens my position, for it 
is admitted as a psychological fact that ox- 
citoment both physical and mental does gen- 
orally attend gonuine revivals; this has been 
witnessed from the day of Pentecost down to 
the present time, The apprehension of any 
important truth by an individual even when 
alone, is always more or less accompanied with 
nervous excitement, and this is greatly in- 
creased if ho happen at the time to be in com- 
pany with a number of other persons. This is 
especially the cace in respect to religious truth 
particularly when the truth flashes on the 
mind suddenly, But observing these facts; 
which are adinitted facts, it would yet seom 
to reflecting persons worse than folly to seek 
to produce conviction by reproducing this’ 
ephemeral result of conviction, It is just the 
folly of trying to produce a causo by an offect 
avd that but anincidental effect. But this is 
repeatedly attempted, and the results are 
rather peculiar, analagous to the grim effects 
of galvanism on a dead body, 

It may be permitted me to add in conclu- 
sion that there is no disposition to question 
the motives of those who are of a contrary 
opinion;frather, on the othor hand, the writer 
holds that if these think they ought to pro- 
ceed in the way we disapprove they will be 
doing wrong by not carrying out their con- 
victions and, mutatis mutandis, myself with 
not only a very large number of [independent 
thinkers, but whole bodies of christian con- 
stituency.

The Ministerial programme with which | gr, 
the session was opened promised several 
important measures, but the provisions of 
most of them which have been passed are 
not of a comprehensive or satisfactory char- 
acter. The amendment made to the Free 
Grant and Homesteads Act is, as we have 
previously pointed out, of a mischievous 
nature and contrary to the public interest, 
whilst the Exemptions Act isa character- 
istically timid and halting half measure 
which will please neither the friends nor 
the opponents of exemptions from tax- 
ation. Mr. Mowat’s ‘‘Act to abolish prior- 
ity of and amongst execution creditors,” 
seems intended to benefit the lawyers only. 
Even the Hamilton Times,a warm support- 
erof the Government, is constrained to 
say of this piecé of legislation: ‘We haye so 
far been unable to find a business man 
who speaks favorably of the proposed 
law. The feelingin mercantile circles, 
80 far as we havo been able to ascertain, 
seems to be that it would be better to have 
no such Act at all, and that the merchants 
would rather stand their chances of being 
robbed by dishonest debtors operating 
through the channels of snap judgments, 
preferential assignments and that sort of 
thing, than be euchred out of such bills of 
coats as are foreshadowed by the clauses 
which giye sheriffs and baliffs such scope 
for clapping heayy items of expense upon 
estates or struggling defendants. The ex- 
tension of the jurisdiction of the 
Division Courts is ono of the few 
good acts of the Ministry, but even that 
does not, in the opinion of many, go far 
enough. So alsois the Game Act, but 
furthor alterations will be necessary before 
satisfaction is given to sportsmen. The 
other measures are generally of minor im- 
portance and of a milk-and-water descrip. 
tion, such as might almost as well be left 
out of the statute books. Altogether, the 
session is not one in which Ministers have 
covered themselves with glory, although 
they seized a little more power by securing 
to themselves the appointment of Division 
Court Olerks in cities and towns, and the 
right of vetoing appointments made by 
Sheriffs.

March 1.) 
Spring Work.—The spring, of the Al- 
m ‘now begius ; but the spring-like 


weather during a largo portion of this win- 
ter, has allowed the spring work of the 
Middle, Southern, and Western States, to 
be greatly forwarded. For the_ first time 
in many years, the writer has been plow- 
ing through wearly the wholo of January, 
and hundreds of other farmers hays done 
the same. Fencing, ditching, clearing 
wood-land, and even sowing yrass-seed, 
has been exetnsively done as though spring 
had already comé. Sometimes, “the most 
haste is the worst speed,’ and it remains 
to be seen, if, after all, the season's work 
will be benefited. It is a peculiar time, in 
which caution should be exercised, lest 
work done too soon, may need to be done 
over again. 

A Strong Plant Digests its Mood better 
than a weak one, and tts appetite, so to 
speak, is mote’ vigotous, precisely as is that 
of astrong healthy young animal. It is 
with the plant as with the animal,—early 
feeding and vigor of growth, bring early 
and vigorous maturity. The farmer should 
study to get early a stcong and healthy 
growth. 


Fodder Crops.—It, has been proved ‘re- 
peatedly. that one acre of good green fod- 
der will feed two cows through the summer. 
Fodder crops inust be put in early ; a mix- 
ture ot oats and peas is the best crop for 
early sowing, to come in after the first 
cloyer, which, follows. the rye. ‘The two 
sown t6gother will yield, on one acre, about 
as much as-if sown separately on twoacres, 
This may bedonbted, but itis true. Tall 
growing leafy oats, and:tall-peas; yield the 
most fodder; the ‘‘ Black-eye Marrowfat” 
pea. grown in Canada asa field crop, is the 
best for our use, the sead being-frve from 
weevil. For a second crop, the earljest 
small ‘‘Canada Gray” pea*may be. sown. 
The fodder is in the best condition for cut- 
ting when the peas are in full blossom. 


Grass Lands,—It is a mistake to suppose 
that our climate forbids tho success of per- 
manent grass for meadows and pastures. If 
the right kind of land is chosen, low, moist 
and full of véegetablé matter, and is kept 
well mannred, and occasionally reseeded, 
we can have permanent grass as well as 
other countries. But it is necessary to 
sow, and encourage anumber of kinds of 
grass, thos» with creeping roots being pre- 
ferable, if the quality is good. This aub- 
Ject is worthy of study and experiment. 


Poultry.—“The early chick gets the 
early worm,” and the sooner begins to feed 
itself. March pullets are those which. fill 
the egg basket in the winter timo. There- 
fore set all the broody hens for which eggs 
can be procured as soon as possible, and 
take great care of the chicks which come in 
this month, A warmron ont of doors 
may be made under a hotbed sash. arrang- 
ed between two coops, and laid on boards 
set on their edyes, 


THE FRUIT GARDEN, 


In selecting a spot for a fruit garden, 

choose 4 warm place, and as near the house 
as possible, that it may be both convenient 
for gathering, and more secure from trea- 
passers. The soil shonld,be well drained, 
deep, méliow, and enriched with well rot- 
ted manure, The importance of » good 
selection of yarieties cannot be too strongly 
insisted upon. Fora list of the leading 
kinds of the various frniteiseo the January 
number Notes; for others see the catalogue 
of dealers. The selecting of new sorts for 
the main reliance is not recommended. Let 
the bulk of the planting be of old, and 
thoroughly tested varieties, rather than of 
new and untried kinds... 


Planting.—So soon as the ground is set- 
tled, plant the trees, shrubs, etc. ,that they 
may get an early start, and be well eatab- 
lished by the time drouthscome.- Like 
animals, much depends on early growth. 


_ _ Blackberries and Raspberries start very 
early, and it is beat to set them in the fall; 
but very carly inthe spring will answer. 
The canes produced this year, will bear the 
fruit the following season, 

Strawberries: Old ‘beds are to be wn- 
covered. The method of cultivating the 
vines in rows three feet apart, is now gen- 
erally considered the most satisfactory 
Seo article and engraving of the Sharp- 
Jess’ Strawberry, on page 103 of this 
number. 


Grapes. —Fiyery farmer's family should 
have all the grapes they can eat, from Sep- 
tember to January, It is not necessary to 
have's large vineyard for this; few vines, 
each of the best sorts, and proporlytreat- 
ed,will give « great amount of fruit, There 
are houdreds of out-of-the-way places 
whets a yine may be set, such as along a 
fence, or it may be by the side of « shed 
or barn; with good soil, and care in prun- 
ing, satisfactory voturns may be expected,

The Legislature of Delaware in 1876 appro- 
priated $300 toward the encouragement of 
the growing sugar becta within the State, 
an | sulsequently increased the appropriation 
to $1,500, and a commission of thr e« well 
known citizens of the State were appointed 
to disburse the appropriation by offering pre- 
miums to the growers of beets, ond otherwise 
promoting the now industry, ‘To this end 
the commi-sion obtained pure imperial sugar 
beet seed from abroad, which they distri- 
buted to farmers who désired to raise them. 
With the seed were furnished documenta con: 
taining instructions as to the character of the 
soil needed and its preparation, the. ume of 
plantiog, cultivation, and harvesting, also 
copies of the following conditions as the 
principal ones to be observed: ‘Select a snit- 
ablo soil ; use fertilizers or well rotted man- 
ure; desp ploughing in the fall or early 
spring ; Straight rows, close together, and 
plenty of seed; early and frequent working 
and careful thinning to one beet in a place; 
place one beet to every 120 or 200 square 
inches, which will give from 30,000 to 50,000 
beets per acre, which, in rich Jani, will 
weigh from 1 to2 pounds each.” 


The action of the commission induced a 
large number of farmers in Delaware to com- 
mence the cultare of the sugar beet ag an (x- 
periment, and premiums were awarded for the 
growth of 1878 to twenty-two faimers in Kent 
county, ten in New Castle county, and one 
in Sussex county. ‘The reports from the ya- 
rious parties contain a description of thie soil, 
the time of plowing, and the motle of cultiya- 
tion. The premiums for the growth of 1879 
were $100 for the best one acre and upwards 
grown uuder contract; $75 for second best: 
$50 for the third, and $25 for the fourth. 
This action of the commission stimulated the 
farmers, ard, according to the Philadelphia 
Ledger, from which we derive our infor- 
mation, during the past year from 75 to 100 of 
them, principally in Kent and New Castle 
counties, cultivated the beet with an ag- 
gregate production of about 600 tons. The 
result of the experiment is considere:l so 
favorable that a company was formed under 
the name of the Delaware Beet Hugir Com- 
pany, to erect a factory for the purpose of 
manufacturing sugar from the beet, A lot 
was purchased on the line of the P. W. and 
B. R. R., four miles north of Wilmington, 
and about six months ago a brick building 
was erected jn which the work was to be 
carried on. About four months ago the ma- 
chinery necessary for the operation was set in 
motion, and since that time has been in con- 
stant operation, 


The method adopted for the mannfacture of 
the sugar is known as the diffusion process. 
The beets are first placed ina cylinder of 
wood, withslight openings and thorocghly 
washed, after which they are Conveyed by an 
elevator to the second story and emptied into 
a cutting machine, where they are cut into 
thin slices, and from there carried by another 
eleyator into the diffusion battery. ‘his ar- 
rangement consists of eight iron tanks, each 
holding about 1,500 pounds of cut beets, into 
which the water is introduced. The water is 
tart in one of the tanks, and, aft=r passing 

rough it,18 conveyed to the outside by mieaos 
of pipes, which connect all the tanks, so that 
the water from the first tank flows through 
each, thusabsorbing aJl the sugar possible. 
When the water has thus become impregnated 
it is shut off, and the juice, as it is now term- 
éd, is withdrawn and conveyed to larger iron 
tanks, where lime is introduced with the juice 
ao as to absorb its impurities, Carbonic acid 
gas is then introduced to precipitate the lime, 



























bone-black to clarify it, From these tanks 
the juice is passed to a steam pump, where it 
is forced tothe filter presses, which still 
further ‘extract impurities. From here it is 
conveyed into the vacuum pan, whoreit ig con- 
centrated almost to the crystallization point. 


After having passed through this process, 
the juice is placed in iron waggons and ‘run 
into a room witha temperature of about 125°, 
where it remains from four to five days, when 
it is ready for the last process, which consists 
in pressing the juice through a centrifugal 
machine, This revolves at the rate of 1,500 
revolutions per minute, and from one end 
runs the molasses or syrup, and from a box a 
dark yellow substance, known as raw sugar, 
is taken, and Which ia sold to the refiners. 


The capacity of the present works is 25 tons 
of green beets per day, but it is expected to 
increase them to 200, as the cultivation of the 
beet increases throughout the State. The 
product so far has been from 8 to over 18 tons 
per acre, and the price realized was about $4 

erton. After extracting the sugar from the 
Best, the pulp is sold to farmers at $1 per ton, 
and used by them as food for cattle. The 
only other establishments now making sugar 
from beets is one in Maine, and one or two in 
California. —Scientifie American. 





Death of an Hminent Clergyman 


(Belfast News Letter, Feb. 10, 1880.) 


Fornka oF THE Rev. Joun Stuart, BAt- 
Lycarny,—“The funeral of the Rev, John 
Stuart, who was for forty-eight years tho 
minister of Ballycarry congregation, took 
place yesterday. ‘The funeral procession was 
ono of the largest and most respectable seen 
in that neighborhood for many years, and 
testified to the high esteem in which Mr, 
Stuart was beld, not only by the members of 
hia own congregation, but by all classea in 
the community.

I would here ask what compariron is there 
between the intereste tapped by the sub- 
sidised lines lealing into Toronto and the 
great mineral deposits of the cast, which are 
in active demand to an unlimited extent at 
the present day and only require railway 
communication to bring the product of the 
mine to navigation and the Grand Trunk 
system. ‘Th mineral interests of the east 
are certainly greater and more permanent 
than the petty saw mill operations on the 
Toronto lines, so carefully fostered by the 
Mowat, Crooks, Pardee and Hardy admin- 
istration. The policy is patent to all. It 
is like Cocker's new system of arithmetic 
(A. D. 1631) ‘‘ adapted to the meanest 
capacity.”’ The Government haying good 
naturedly lent itself to the western impor- 
tunity of the lobbies has laid the question 
of aid to railways of the east till a more 
conrenient period, toa time when they 
shall have discovered that their surplus is 
nowhere. 


If Ministers could travel abroad, parlia- 
mentary excursions or otherwise, and 
explore the east, which to them is an un- 
known region, they might discover some- 
thing that would tend to their information 
and knowledge of the requirements of the 
country.

Market Fees. 
In a long and labored article Mr. J. J. 


Farley takes exception to our remarks re- 


ing market fees, in which he claims 
epee grayel roads leading to the City 
are sufficient compensation for a free 
market, and the public is led- to suppose 
from the article in question that County 
gravel roads were mado-free at the expense 
of the County and for the benefit of Belle- 
ville alone. The gravel roads throughout 
the County originally belonged partly to 
the County and partly to private indi- 
viduals. “When the County gravel roads 
were built, Belleville and the County were 
not separated, therefore Belleville had to 
pay her proportion towards the original 

County gravel roads, and when the gravel 

roads belonging to private individuals were 
purchased at a cost of $57,800, Belleville 
had to pay her proportion of the purchase, 
In the terms of agreement for separation 
of the Town from the County the amount 
to be paid to the County bythe Town as 
the latters proportion of the cost of free 
gravel roads was arbitrated at $2,456.80 
annually for twenty years. This sum 
Belleyille has paid annually to the County 
for the twenty years ending the present 
year, which shows that the County did 
not, as Mr, Farley would’ have us 
suppose, make Uounty gravel roads free 
at her own expense, neitherdid the vote 
that madeCounty roads free depend on the 
Belleville vote, as the By-law was carried 
by a majority of 257 in the County, of 
which majority the Township of Thurlow 
gave 65. 

Since the separation of the Town and 
County,the present market buildings have 
been erected for the joint benefit of the 
City and County, but at the expense of 
the City alone, but if the County will pay 
its proportion towards their erection the 
same as the City did towards building gra- 
vel roads which were built forthe samo 
Joint benefit, we will say in all justice to 
the County,remove the market fees. Mr. 
Farley says there was an understanding 
with the Town when the gravel roads were 
made free that market tolls should bo re- 
moved ‘‘as soon as circumstances would 
permit.” In saying such was the case,Mr 
Farley no doubt relies on his memory. 
Memory however, after a lapse of twenty 
years often proves defective, and Mr. Far- 
ley’s memory is no exception to the general 
rule when he says “‘the Reeve of Thurlow 
“saw things differently and voted against 
“the measure at every stage,” for in a re- 
port of the CountyConncil one month after 
the By-law was carried, or in March, 
1860, we find Mr. Farley, who was Reeve 
of Thurlow at that time, reported as say- 
ing, when the question of free road was be- 
ing discussed, that he ‘“‘did not record his 
yote.” Either Mr. Farley was mistaken 
when he said in the County Council, one 
month after the yote was taken, that he 
neither voted for or against the By-law to 
inake County gravel roads free, or he is 
mistaken now when he says, after a lapse 
of twenty years, that he voted against the 
measure at every stage. 


Free gravel roads have no doubt been of 
great benefit to Belleville, and they have 
been no less a benefit to the County at 
Jargo,and stand as a monument to tho wise 
legislation of the jate George Benjamin, 
who was chiefly instrumental in having 
tollsremoyed. So much are the free roads 
prized by the farming community, that a 
Vote to restore the old toll system ‘would 
he scouted by nine-tenths of the inhabi- 
tante of the County. 


In many of the large cities in the United 
States there are no market bnildings,sv that 
farmers have to place their teama in the 
middle of the street whilst they dispose of 
their produce and hawk their butter, eggs 
and poultry from house tohouse in all kinds 
of weather ; or what is generally done, sell 
to a grocer the whole produce of their 
farms, the grocer selliig to the consumer, 
By the plan adopted in Belleville, 
the consumer is reached by the farmer 
without paying tribute to a middleman, 
which would cost far more than the trifling 
fee imposed as market tolls, and at the 
same time comfortable buildings are Bup- 
plied for protection against the inclement 
weather of winter and the heat and dust of 
summer. 

The whole scheme for removing market 
fees is u clap-trap measure of a supporter 
of the Mowat Administration, in the hope 
of catching the sympathy of the farming 
community, who are too far-sevsing to pay 
middlemen for selling their produce, or to 
hawk it from house to house, rather than 
pay tho small market fee charged for com- 
fortable shelter, in which they can dispose 
of the products of their farms direct to the 
consumer.

When I made my usual visit to the Hospi- 
tal this morning as the regular attending phy- 
sician, the nurse com plained to me about the 
deficiency in the supply of provisions and 
necessary medical comforts forpatients. She 
informed me that this was the second day they 
had been without a sufficient supply of food, 
having nothing to eat but a small loaf of bread 
and a few potatoes, The watchman alsocom- 
plained that the fuel is not delivered regularly, 
and that when it is brought for the Hospital 
the carters empty the wood at such a distance 
from the hospital, it is impossible for him 
either to carry it, or bring it on » hand-sleigh 
or any other contrivance to the hospital. 

I am aware that the firewood was thrown 
out on the shore side of the mainland opposite 
to Zwick’s Island, almost if not altogether 
half a mile from the Hospital. 

I have represented these facts to the 
Mayor, which, however, in the interests of 
the unfortunate patients and attendants at 
the Hospital should be made public in order 
that the muddled management of affairs may 
rest on the shoulders of those gentlemen who 
are responsible.

nag Orrawa, March 9. 
Beginning by a very natural reference to his 
speech of last year, in which he had placed 
before tho House the financial condition of the 
country.and promulgated the policy for which 
the country had called, the Finance Minister 
peed out that his Budget Specoh of last vear 
ad met with general acceptance in the House 
andin the country. The difficulties the Goy. 
ernment had to meet were tw o-fold—one 
touching trade and one touching finance, and 
these difficulties had been mad: dreater by 
thr fact that the late government had made 
opgagements which it was asserted that this 
Government hsould carry out. Atthe same 
time an increased debt was inevitably to be 
faced, making a larger expenditure per annum, 
but it was felt essential to the honor of the 
country that the engagements made should be 
carried ont. To accomplish all this,addition- 
al taxation was necess4ry, taxation which had 
been so, denounced; but which would have had 
to be imposed by the Opposition if they had 
remained in power. If it had not been for the 
additional taxation thus imposed, the deficit 
NA ening the 30th June, 1879, would 
een $3,400,000, in: 132 
aaieetleaten, stead ofy'3 400,000, 
The Finance Minister was ‘of opinion that 
the receipts from Customs during the present 
year would be $14,000,000, All signs pointed 
to an increased revenue during the balance of 
the year, for which no. statistics were yet 
possible, Only one important item was show- 
ing a decrease, and that was the article of 
spirits, The whole revenue for the year 
would probably be $24,455,000. The expen- 
ditare even in addition to the supplemer tary 
estimates, wonld but amount. tojlittls more 
than that, if account wastaken of the items 
which are of purely accidental character, and 
taking into account aldo the paving in the 
estimated coat of the Intercolonial railway. 
On the whole at the most the deficit could 
not be more than $500,000, and but for the

The Finance Minister dwelt with some 
force on his estimate of the effect on the trade 
of Great Britain with Canada as compare! 
with our trade with the United States. In 
iron, free goods and jn dutiable goods of the 
game character, there had been a large increase 
in the trade from Englahd, while on the other 
hand, there had been a falling off of a very 
decided character in the trade with the United 
States. n cotton goods the same result had 
arisen in the most marked manuwer, our trade 


‘increasing with England and decreasing with 


the United States, In glass manufactures, in 
leather manufactures, in su particularly, 
in teas, in woodenware, and in a considerable 
variety of staple articles, the trade had altered 
in tavor of Great Britain and against the 
United States. The total result for the six 
months was that while oiir trade with Great 
Britain had decreased 7 per cent., our trade 
with, that is our imports from the United 
States had decreased 33 per cent. This fact, 
when fully impreased on the House by the 
details given by the Minister, was warmly 
applauded. The Minister was able tully to 
claim that’his estimate of the effect of the 
tariff on British goods had been fully and most 
satisfactorily carried out. 


_It had been contended by the Opposition 
that prices mould rise, and revenue would 
decline, It al¥o~bean_gaid that the man- 
ufacturers were dissatistied? Not one of 
these statements had been carriéd” Out in fact. 
No decided risein price had arieen from the 
tariff ; the revenue had not been rujned, and 
he had himself taken the trouble to visit the 
manufacturers to find out whether they were 
dissatisfied or not. Beyond the increased 
cost to raw materials, not att:ibutable to the 
tariff, there had been, in articles of manufac- 
ture, no increase at all. 


It had been stated that the tariff would 
produce ill-feeling in England. Two circum- 
stances disproved this—the first was that 
never before did Canada occupy so favorable 
a place in the eyes of the people of Great 
Britain as a possible home for them and their 
children, The second was that when he had 
occasion to go to England he had been able 
to get $750,000 more for his last loan than 
Sir Richard Cartwright had been able to ob- 
tain for the same kind of loan on a former 
occasion, These two facts showed that the 
people ana the financiers of England had not 
responded to the opportunity afforded them 
of getting angry with Canada. 

The diversion which the Finance Minister 
made to reply tosomo ofthe charges mado 
against the tariff regarding New Brunswick 
was an unusual but nevertheless successful 
offort.. Ho met every point with great apt- 
ness. His statement of the extent to which 
manufactures were pursued by the people of 
Now Brunswick perhaps surprised the House 
by its completeness and force. His statement 
that tho duties on corn and flour paid by the 
people of the Lower Provinces were less than 
the decrease in the price and duty on molasses 
alone, was alio an effective statement. The 
gencral observations made by the Finance 
Minister oh the condition of the country wero 
backed up by reference to the figures of im- 
ports and exports which had previously ap- 
peared, and which proved that our exports 
wore at length greater than our imports, and 
that our prosperity was so far assured. 


[he concluding portion of the speech, 
which embodies tho changes in tho tariff, is

The Opposition Finance Minister began 
with a due degree of modesty, He was dis- 
posed to allow to the Finance Minister a con- 
siderable time forthe operation of the Nati- 
onal Policy.

What was 
wise and proper in Sir Richardis quite wrong 
in Sir Leonard. He declared with an enor- 
mous degrep of assurance that the present 
Government had expended over $500,000 
more than the late Government would have 
expended, and indulged in a. fling at Sir 
Alexander Galt, who was, he said ‘‘a distin- 
guished personage” who was ‘‘disregarding 


his own reputation” proyided he could give 


help to the present Ministry. He 
= ae opinion that there would be

SHEEP. 


These are about the most profitable 
beast on the farm, furnishing food, money 
and clothes on demand. Mutton is worth 
about 124 cents per pound ; wool sells at 
the door for 25 cents per pound, or can be 
wovon at the St. Boniface mills very reason- 
ably. Lambsin June or July are worth 
from four to five dollars each. It has been 
stated that sheep will not do well here. 
Such is not the fact. There has as yet 
been no disease among them, and they are 
no trouble except at lambing. A small 10 
cent bell on each ewe will keep off the 
prairie wolves. The wild oat is another 
objection, but where sheep are kept in 
flocks of say 60 or 70, they won’t allow it 
to grow, clipping it dowh in the spring, and 
feeding always on the same pasture.

DEATH ON THe ROAD. 
Sad End of Sarah Lancaster. 


Last evening about 6:30 the dead body 
of a female was found in the road in front 
of the residence of Mr. Delew Ham, in the 
first concession of Thurlow, about five 
miles from this city. She was discovered 
lying on her face with her head towards 
the east. She was coarsely clad and had 
with her a carpet satchel. . After finding 
tho body it was removed to the vicinity of 
the fence on the south side of the 
road and allowed to remain there until 
this morning. Her face and hands were 
discolored and gave evidence of early de- 
composition. The tongue protruded and 
the teeth of the upper jaw projected over 
the lower lip. Her mouth and nostrils 
were filled with sand and her face was scar- 
red by the fall. She was apparently about 
forty-eight years of age, wasa widow and 
resided about a mile east of where the body 
was found. Three of her children reside 
in this county. 

Information brought to the city caused 
the holding of an inquest by Dr. Willson 
this morning, 

After viewing the body the jury repaired 
to Mr. Ham’s} residence, where the 
witnesses were examined and the fol- 
lowing information elicited. ‘The evidence 
detailed the finding of the inanimate body 
which proved to be that of Sarah Lancas- 
ter, who lived at Duncan Campbell’s. It 
was stated that she was addictedto drink, 
but from Campbell’s experience he would 
not say that she drank. She went to 
Bellevi le on Tuesday and intended to vis- 
it one of her daughters in Sidney. She 
was supposed to be on her way home when 
she met her death. 

After a brief deliberation the jury re- 
turned a yerdict of ‘‘found dead.”

The British Budget. 


Revenve AND ExpenpirurE—A DeFicir 
or £3,356, 000. 

Lonpon, March 11.—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer introduced the Budget, showing 
that the revenue this year yielded £2,195,- 
000 less than estimated, leaving a deficit of 
£3,356,000. The Chancellor said the sup- 
plementary estimate would have further 
increased the deficit to about five millions 
if all the money asked for under these 
estimates had been spent, but their amount

cation as they may bo instructed to do by 
such meotings.

other brauches of expenditure. The 
cost of the Zulu war was £5,138,000, 
nearly all of which has been defrayed by 
England. The estimates for next year 
are:—HExpenditure,£81,485,000; revenue, 
£81,560,000. The Chancellor proposes to 
alter the probate and administration duties 
in a manner which will increase the sur- 
plus to £557,000, and he also proposes to 
make co-operative stores liable to the in- 
come tax, though the exemption in favor 
of industrial and provident societies will 
he continued. Hight millions in Exche- 
quer bonds are now out. Six millions of 
these will be converted into terminable 
annuities. Of the yearly fund necessary 
for the payment of these annuities £1,400,- 
000 will be raised by a new sinking fund, 
and £800,000 by increasing the permanent 
charge of debt. This willabsorb the in- 
creased surplus, £775,000, and the pro- 
ceeds of the income tax on co-operative 
stores, leaving a surplus of £178,000. 


The Chancellor in explaining the Budget 
states that as he was obliged in consequence 
of the early dissolution of Parliament to 
present the Badget before the close of the 
financial year, he has taken great pains to 
make the estimates for the unexpired por- 
tion cautious and safe. The eight millions 
of Exchequer bonds before referred to 
were issued on account of the expenditure 
for preparation during the Eastern excite- 
ment and the cost of the Zulu war. He 
had no intention to submit a vote for a 
contribution from this country towards 
meeting the expenses of the Afghan war. 
He declared that the result of the six years’ 
tenure of office by the present Government 
would be a reduction of the funded debt by 
£20,342,000.

FIRE IN HASTINGS. 


Fowlds’ Foundry aud Machine 
Shop Destroyed. 


500 BARRELS OF FLOUR BURNED. 


About four o’clock this morning a serious 
fire occurred in the village of Hastings, re- 
sulting in the destruction of Fowld’s foun- 
dry and machine shop, together with the 
storehouse. The fire was discovered about 
four o'clock, but it had previously ob- 
tained considerable headway before seen, 
and as there is no fire engine in the village 
the whole property soon became a 
prey to the devouring element. 
The fire spread with such rapidity that but 
little of anything was saved from the build- 
ing. All the machinery, considerable 
stock, and $1,800 worth of new castings 
which had only recently bean put into the 
foundry, were destroyed. The storehouse 
contained five hundred barrels of flour, 
about 450 of which were burned. The loss 
is estimated at from $5,000 to $6,000, and 
we regret to learn, the property was unin- 
sured. It is said the fire was the work of 
an incendiary.

t | Lonpon, March 13,—-Reporta from various 
parts of the Ottoman empire, give the idea of

The life of the average policeman though | 
to a certain oxtent ono of monotony, yet | 
has its yariogations and changes at times 
which is ever the lot of the oflicer of the 
law. And there are occasional ploasantries 
whichassist~in-covering their existence 
with a pleasant ripple of pleasure, and 
tend to lighten the tedium of duty. Thoy 
aro seldom offered on the street, but once 
in & while one presents itself at the sta- 
tion. 

And such was one given in No. 2 cell on 
Saturday evening, and in a way that aston- 
ished the residents of the locality, and 
created endless wonderment in the minds 
of tho passors by. 

Richard Howell hails from the second con- 
cession of Tyendinaga. In company with 
a friend he visited the city and imbibing 
immoderately in the overflowing bowl, be- 
came possessed with a consciousness that 
he was somewhat more than the ordinary 
mortal and could exercise privileges which 
even tho average citizen is not permitted 
to enjoy. With his companion he wander- 
ed to the market and there made use of 
expressions that society does not tolerate 
and the public gengrally does not approve 
of. The remonstrances of Oflicer Newton 
wore derided and his requests treated with 
disdain. The result was, Richard, under 
the preserving arm and tender care of the 
policeman, was marched to the only hotel 
in the city which—free of charge provides 
food fr the hungry, drink for the thiraty 
and rest (on a soft plank) for the weary. 
Once there his savage nature asserted it 
self, and he whooped and yelled like a 
Comanche Indian on the war-path, 
Then followed all manner of pleadings and 
supplications for release, and ultimately 
demands for his liberation. To show, how- 
ever, that at some time ior other he had 
been within the pale of civilization and had 
probably been a mewber of some travelling 
variety show or minstrel combination, he 
‘gave expression to his possession of vocal 
attainments by warbling from recently writ- 
ten melodies,such as ‘ The Wandering Ref- 
ugee,” ** Jordan is a hard road to travel,” 
‘* Where’s Rosanna gone?” and ‘We won’t 
go home till morning.” It is almost need- 
less to remark that he didn’t go home till 
morning. ‘‘St. Patrick’s Day,” ‘The 
Protestant Boys,” and ‘‘ Auld Lang Syne” 
were given witha vigor which would as- 
tonish almost any one. He also engaged 
in saltatorial and gymnastic exercises, 
and displayed great agility. He made 
no end of short but vory expressive 
speeches of aridiculous character. At last 
‘* tired Nature’s sweet restorer, balmy 

sleep” asserted its sway, and having folded 
his robe around him, he laid down to rest 
and sleep the sleep of innocence till the 
dawn of the coming morrow. He became 
himself in the morning and expressing the 
deepest regret for his misconduct, he was 
liberated,and sick, sad and sore at heart he 
walked towards the rising sun and is now

There is a great deal said about kicking 
cows and cures for this vice. Ten years ago 
I bought a cow which was a very good one 
but for this one fault. She had to be strap- 
ped fore and aft before milking. Her own- 
er said he would not part with her if there 
was any way of preventing her kicking. 
took her home at night. In the morning 
1 told my man to milk her, while I stood 
beside her, currying her gently with one 
hand, and feeding her with nubbins 
of corn, I did the same at night, and for 
the two days following. After that she was 
milked for two years (in the yard in sum- 
mer), and never raised her foot but once, 
and that wasin flytime. I learned the 
manner of treatment from an old farmer 
in Vermont, who said he bought all the 
kicking cows he conld, as they were gener- 
ally good ones, and he never had failed 
curing the worst ones by kind words,gentle 
currying and corn nubbins for three or four 
days. Loud words and hard blows make 
many kicking cows. A currycomb is better

Samue. D, Fartey deposed that he was 
born in tho ‘Township of Sidney ; the plaintiff 
in this case he had known for twenty-five 
years; he was the father of two children, a 
son and daughtor, the latter of whom had 
married the late Mr. Jas, F. Meudell and after 
his death Dr, Palmer, formerly Principal of 
the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb; ona 
callat Mr. Bennett's butcher stall, whilst 
talking with Mr, Bennett about an insurance 
matter, Mr, Solmos, the defendant, camo in 
and made an accusation against Mr. Palmer 
and his daughter which cannot here be re- 
produced ; witness told him to say no more, 
but he did not take it back: witness asked 
him to bo calm and to be careful of what he 
would say; this was inthe summer of 1879 ; 
the defendant then did not give any author ; 
witness was under the impression that Ben- 
net could hear allthat was said ; after Ben- 
nett heard Solm.os talking he closed the doors; 
Solmes was annoyed because I showed I did 
not like to hear his talk ; witness talked on 
Liis subject at Ottawa, and the defendant 
thers said he had received an Attorney's 
letter and asked witness to intercede and s: t- 
tle this matter; defendant made use of the 
names of ‘Aunt Sally,” ‘‘Aunt Liddy,” and 
some others as his authors ; defendant said 
what he had said was so, and the plaintiff 
could commence his action as soon as he had 
amind to;ata subsequent time defendant 
said he was very sorry for what had taken 
place; he had been friends with the family 
and was very sorry for what had taken 
place; this was aboutthe 24th September Jast; 
Solmes had asked witness to use his influence 
to settle this case; in a conversation witness 
told Solmes that Palmer was going to Ottawa 
and Solmes asked him to speak on his behalf, 
but he subsequently ordered witness not to 
do a0 ; afterwards Solmes said he had made 
an acknowledgement ; he could not feel con- 
tented ; was sick and sore at heart; was 
drawn into it and was made a catspaw of by 
Dr. Palmer, who invited me to his place and 
was fooling me; he was sick at heart for 
what he had said and was sorry for it; de- 
fendant asked witness to settle the matter on 
several occasions ; both were willing to settle 
when separate, but the defendant refused to 
settle when called on ; witness went to both 
parties three times to avoid a case, with- 
out prejudice; when he visited Solmes 
or the plaintiff each was willing 
to settle, but no settlement was made ; Solmes 
said he was willing to have the matter settled 
so that he could have peace of mind ; he (the 
defendant) named a sum such that if you put 
your finger upon it you could not notch it ; 
the sum was afterwards named at about $500 
or $600, and that Palmer and the defendant 
should each pay their own costs ; the families 
of the witness and plaintiff were on good 
terms; Solmes said he and Dr. Willson had 
telked about the matter, and that Dr. Will- 
son was his author, but the latter denied this, 
and as the defendapt was short of memory, he

SECOND DAY, 
OCHARGH OF SLANDER. 


PALMER vs. SOLMES.—This was an action 
for slander, 

The parties live in Belleville ; they have 
have beon very intimate triends—in fact are 
related, The plaintiff claims that tor some 
reason, unaccountable, the defendant ciroula- 
ted a report that the plaintiff had been co- 
habiting with his daughter as inan and wife, 

The plaintiff brings his action to recover 
ont for the slander on the ground of loss 
socially and in his business as an Insurance 
Agent, 


| Samuzt D, FArtey deposed that he was 
born in the Township of Sidney ; the plaintiff 
in this case he had known for twenty-five 
years ; he was tho father of two childron, a 
son and daughter, the latter of whom had 
married the late Mr, Jas, F. Meudell and after 
his death Dr, Palmer, formerly Principal of 
the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb; on a 
call at Mr, Bennett's butcher stall, whilst 
talking with Mr. Bennett about an insurance 
matter, Mr, Solmes, the defendant, came in 
and made an accusation against Mr, Palmer 
and his daughter which cannot here be re- 
nae ; witness told him to say no more, 
ut he did not take it back; witness asked 
him to be calm and to be careful of what he 
would say; this was inthe summer of 1879 - 
the defendant then did not give any author ; 
witness was under the impression that Ben- 
net could hear all that was said ; after Ben- 
nett heard Solmes talking he closed the doore; 
Solmes was annoyed because I showed I did 
not like to hear his talk ; witness talked on 
this subject at Ottawa, and the defendant 
there said hehad received an Attorney's 
letter and asked witness to intercede and svt- 
tle this matter; defendant made use of the 
names of ‘Aunt Sally,” ‘Aunt Liddy,” and 
some others as his authors ; defendant said 
what he had said was so, and the plaintiff 
could commence his action as soon as he had 
a mind to;ata subsequent time defendant 
said he was very sorry for what had taken 
place; he had been friends with the family 
and was very sorry for what had taken 
lace; this was aboutthe 24th September last; 
Solmes had asked witness to use his influence 
to settle this case ; in a conversation witness 
told Solmes that Palmer was going to Ottawa 
and Solmes asked him to speak on his behalf, 
but he subsequently ordered witness not to 
do so; afterwards Solmes said he had made 
au acknowledgement ; he could not feel con- 
tented ; was sick and sore at heart; was 
drawn into it and was made a catspaw of by 
Dr, Palmer, who invited me to bis place and 
was fooling me; he was sick at heart for 
what he had said and was sorry for it: de- 
fendant asked witness to settle the matter on 
several occasions ; both were willing to settle 
when separate, but the defendant refused to 
settle when called on ; witness went to both 
arties three times to avoid a case, with- 
out prejudice; when he visited Solmes 
or the plaintiff each was willing 
to settle, but no settlement was made ; Solmes 
said he was willing to have the matter settled 
so that he could have peace of mind ; he (the 
defendant) named a sum such that if you pnt 
your finger upon it you could not notch it ; 
the sum was afterwards named at about $500 
or $600, and that Palmer and the defendant 
should each pay their own costs ; the families 
of the witness and plaintiff were on good 
terms; Solmessaid he and Dr. Willson had 
talked about the matter, and that Dr. Will- 
son was his author, but the latter denied this, 
and as the defendapt was short of memory, he 
accepted the Doctor’s statement; witness 
thought the plaintiff first told the defendant 
of this matter; prior to this the hospitalities 
of the witness’ house were extended to both 


the plaintiff's and defendant's families, but 


the opposite followed afterwards ; he did not, 
after ie heard of this matter, invite e ther to 
his house; both plaintiff and defendant are 
men of wealth; this report would have a ten- 
dency to injure Mr. Palmer. 

Cross examined.—On the. first blush of 


scandal alleged against Mr. Palmer he had 
not forsaken him and did not believe it; 
Solmes and Palmer are related ; and with the 
witness are by him considered cronies ; wit- 


ness said he did not believe the story concern- 


ing Mrs-Ralmer and his daughter ; defendant 
said “‘it is 80 Aly—way” ; witness considered 


Palmer ought to know lw told him so; 


after that Solmes asked if Palmér~eught not 


to know it. 


Solmes asked that witness should use his 


influence to have this matter settled ; defend- 
ant said he was sorry for what had been done, 
and had made an acknowledgment to Mr. 
Palmer; defendant said he was sorry he 
had said anything pbout the case; de- 
fendant had written an ample apology, and 
thought that was sufficient, as no action 
was then brought ; witness asked a public 
avowal from the defendant of what he had 
said before Messrs. Meacham, Wallbridge 
and others ; because this case was not thus 
settled witness thought there was some one 
behind ; witness was in the insurance busi- 
ness with Palmer, but not since last Auguat ; 
witness’ anxiety was to get this matter settl- 
ed, 

By Mr. Wallbridge—Mr Palmer wanted a 
Peace brought about: witness did not 
after the meeting at Bennett's treat Mr. Pal- 
mer as he had done before and did not in- 
vite him to his house, 


Dr. B.S. Wittsox sworn,! know the plain- 
tiff and defendant ; Mr. Solmes spoke of this 
matter several months ago, and he asked if I 
had heard what had taken place between Dr. 
Palmer’s wife and daughter ; I did not say I 
had heard it; Solmes stated he had heard 
Mr. Palmer had been intimate with his daugh- 
ter ; 1 was not the originator of this, ; 

By Mr. Dickson—Solmes felt bad about 
this and ho gave this as a rumor ; I was sur- 
prised and did not concur in what was said, 

Jamus J, Faxvey, sworn —I know both 
the plaintiff and Solmes, and both are con- 
sidered wealthy; I-had a talk with 
Solmes some time before Christmas 
ho (deft.) said, he had heard of a report of 
impropricty between the plaintiff and his 
daughter, and he wanted it settled, for he 
had been on his knees two hours at a stretch, 
but that it would redound to the glory of God; 
ho blamed this on Dr, Palmor, and had confi- 
dence in him such, that He would get him out 
of the sorape. I did not invite the plaiotift’s 
folks to my house after hearing this story. 

Oross-examined.-I doubted the rumorspoken 
of by Solmes, but the Sixth Town friends

last month, I noticed a dozen different kinds 
of apparatus for raising cream, and thore 
was buta slight difference in them, with 
one or two exceptions, One of these 

which was in the department whero I was 
cngaged, raiw6d the cream in three hours, 
Che small open pan is still in tse by good 
dairymen, and there ore as many premiums 
taken with this pan as with an others, The 
aweopatakes butter at Greenfield, and at the 
International Dairy Fair in New York, was 
made from cream raised in the small open pan; 
showing that in making good butter, the se. 
cret lies in the making, as well as in raisin 

cream, To make fine butter the cream should 
be allowod to ripen, or become slightly acid, 
before churning. It is generally admitted 
that butter made from sweet cream has not 
the keeping qualities of that made from ripe 
cream, 

1 here are but fow who make t utter at cer- 
tain ecasons of the year who do not color the 
article. It is quite useless to deny that the 
taste 18 Bomewhat governed by the cys. 
lake a plate and place thereon two lum pe of 
butter, the one with a natural June color, 
the other white as lard, and nine persons out 
of ten will choose the colored lump. Itis a 
recognized fact that the dealera know and 
expect it will be colored, and when the ma- 
terial used js as harmless as the galt which 
flavors it, there is no injury committed. But 
I would advise its use cautionusly—it is better 
to color below than above the natural hue, 

This operation of churning has as much to 
do in producing fine butter as any one part of 
butter making. The thermometer is a very 
important, cheap little instrument. to guide 
the dairyman in his art. Until within a few 
years its value was little known, and somedo 
not use it even now. It is certainly.a very 
impractical, hit-or-miss sort of way, to be 
ignorant of the temperature and the condition 
of the churn, The churn should be thorough- 
ly cooled in warm weather, and warmed in 
cold weather, When the churn is tempered 
with hot or cold water, put in the cream at 
the desired temperature. If this rale is strict- 
ly complied with, the cream will not‘swell, 
foam, nor become soft. Sixty to sixty four 
degrees I regard as the right temperature, 

It isimportant that the operator should 
understand the condition of the cream at 
every stage as his work progresses, and the 
right moment to stop the churn, When 
the contents of the churn have settled, the 
butter grained and signs of buttermilk ap- 
pear, then pause and add a pailful of cold 
brine (if ice-water, so much the better), 
reducing the tempsrature to about 58°, 
Proceed by churning slowly, just enough to 
cool and separate the butter from the butter- 
milk ; when this occurs, stop the churn again 
a few minutes, the butter standing on top of the 
buttermilk. -Next draw off the liquid through 
a bair sieve, or a tin dipper with a perforated 
bottom, so that no butter may be lost. 
Again flood the butter with cold water. 

Churn a little and draw off, keeping it 
cold, so that the butter cannot gather until 
washed perfectly clean, and the butter left as 
fine as wheat, Thendraw off all the water 
possible ; see that the salt is fine and sifted ; 
take out the butter with a wooden paddle ; 
salt in layers, press the whole together ; allow 
if to stand an hour, to take the salt and harden 
the grain. The butter is now in the granu- 
lated form, and is uearly clear from all sub- 
stances that cause decay. When it has stood 
an hour it should be worked over in the tray 
withthe paddle, in a similar method by which 
the mason works his mortar. The butter no: 
being ro fine andthe salt acting upon the 

maining impurities the being ta ease miley 
t the t washing. Next lay the product 
upon the butter-worker, press it together, roll 
it out and work it a little, . - 

The result of this practice, is a solid, clean, 
mass, without the grain being broken—a mass 
that will stand up and cut without stickin, 
to the knife, ready to lamp or pack. Much 
is said about the grain of butter; but very 
few, whether dealers, producers or consumers, 
know what it is... Lard has no grain; but 
take a lump of butter rightly made, cut it in 
two, break it off, and where it is broken it 
will look like broken cast iron. Herein lie 
the keeping qualities of butter. When gath- 
ered in large balls, washed in large balls, salt- 
ed and-worked by hand until the buttermilk 
is ont, it is very likely to have much grain, 
keeping sound and sweet a long time, 

How often do we hear butter described as 
fine and waxy. Butter made asI have above 
described, when finished and turned over 
with the paddle, will break off, but by work- 
ing some time it would have a waxy appear- 
ance which I wish to avoid. The firmer and 
more solid the article the better. 


It happens once in a while that we haye a 
ehurning so soft in its character that a spoor 
is needed to handle it. When this occuts, 
take it out of the churn the best way you can, 
salting it three times the usual amount, Set 
it away in the coldest place you have until 
+hanext morniog; then work it a little in the 
tray, ketpimg it as cold as possible. Repeat 
this three or folifmornings and you will 
find the salt has done its work and you have 
a fairly good churning. 

There are usvally a few weeks during 
each season whet butter is so plenty in our 
small markets that it is almost impossible to 
sell it at any fair price, when it may be pack- 
ed in earthern jars, and be mf in good con- 
dition for family use. ‘Take the butter in as 
good cundition as I have described, press it into 
the jar compactly in a layer three inches in 
thickness; cut a piece of cloth of the size of the 
jar, wet in strong brine,spreading itover this 
first layer; repeat the process with each suc- 
ceeding layer until you have reached the 
top or. within three-quaaters of an inch, 
Now mako a strong brine, to which add three 
tablespoonfuls of prantalaged sugar, one tea- 
spoontul of powdered galtpetre; set in a cool, 
dry cellar, keep it covered with the brine un- 
til wanted and it will cut outsmoothly. But 
if butter is to ke kept for a better market, I 
would recommend patting it up in any swoet 
yackage or jar, Cirect from the churn in the 
granulated form, covering it with strong 
brine, and when wanted take it up and work 
itover like new butter.—American Dairy- 
man. |

H heavy loss to the country: The 
r is an extract from the report of 
H. Kavanagh, Inspector of Ports, dated 
September 14th, 1875, in which he says 
thas he “‘found the cashier, Mr. McKay, 
in the habit of retaining in his hands 
sums of money without the knowledge of 
his superiors. The excuse was that it might 
be required for refunds, which was a poor 
one, as return duties could be paid ont of 
daily receipts. At the end of each quarter 
he made the deficiencies good, after being 


afew weeks after he would be in arrears 
again ; ‘these deposits were so arranged that 
there wasanaveragorunning deficit of 3841.” 
He called the collector’s attention to the 
serious irregularity, and arranged with 
him that the chief clerk was to compare 
once a week each day’s collections with 
bank certificate and that all collections 
were to be deposited at the bank in fall 
daily. Following the Inspector’s extract 
is a letter from the Commissioner of Cus- 
toma dated November 14th, 1879, address- 
ed contidentially to the Minister of Customs. 
Ho details at length his visit to Toronto to 
investigate into the alleged deficiencies and 
found that there was a delay of from four 
to five days in the collector depositing the 
custom receipts, and from his examination 
into the affairs of the office he considered 
that Mr. Smith was a defaulter to the ex- 
tent of $16,834. On the 28th of the same 
month he made a further and more minute 
examination and found the deficiency to be 
'$20,1 167. He instituted a critical examina- 
tion of the books and papers affecting 
the cash transactions and _ reported 
that there was nothing to indicate 
that’ there had been any falsifica- 
tiond in the book, but that they bore ovi- 
dence of having been carefully and correct- 
ly posted, the deficiencios being covered by 
a delay in deponiting the receipts in the 
bank. Before leaving Toronto the Oollect- 
or showed him a dopoajt of $8,000 in his 
bank account pass book, made on account 
of the deficiencies therein reported, and 
that he solemnly promised that the whole 
amount should be liquidated in a few weeks.

Mr. Lowe, of the Depaatment of Agri- 
culture, in furnishing to the Committee on 
Immigration. and Colonization statistics 
regarding immigration matters gave the 
following satisfactory statement: He saic 
that last year the arrivals were 61,000.

(Cheers. ) The hon. gentle- 
man then read from the review of trade 
published in the Globe onthe 2nd Janu- 
ary, 1880, which stated that in the differ- 
ent branches of the wholesale trade and 
manufactures the business transacted dur- 
ing the past six months had been largely 
in excess of any year since 1873, that the 
effect of this state of things is apparent in 
the improved condition of the working 
classes, that at no similar period of the 
season for several years past have there 
been so few destitute and idle people in 
our midst, that the railway and shipping 
interests connected with the city of To- 
ronto have never never been so prosperous 
as during the past year, the increase in 
freights of the Grand Trunk reaching 
$400,000. (Loud laughter and cheers. 
These facts showed not only that the peo- 
ple were becoming fully employed, but 
that they were sanguine as to the future, 
and, therefore, ready to invest in different 
industries. But it was contended by hon. 
gentlemen opposite that the price of 
articles used by the farming com- 
munity had much increased. It 
was said, for example, that nails 
were dearer. That was true, but under 
the National Policy they had touched a 
lower point, $2.75a keg, than had been 
known in Oanada for twenty years. Sugar 
had, moreover, been cheaper than for a 
dozen years. A fine quality of raw sugar 
was soldin Toronto during July Me) 
cents perlb. A misconception prevail 
with to raw sugars, it being 
thought that before such were consumed 
they should go through a refinery, but 
some raw sugars were as white as paper, 
and pure saccharine matter. During the 
last twelve years, such sugars had not 
been sold so cheap and good as during 
last spring, fact which could not be de- 
nied. lt was alleged that tea had in- 
creased in price. It had risen somewhat 
during last fall, but it had not increased in 
pricoin Canada until it had donbled in 
price in Ohina, and the increase here had 
not been one-fourth what it wasin Ohina. 
Whatever increase had occurred could 
not, therefore, be attributable to the Na- 
tional Policy. In regard to cotton goods 
a better quality of cottons was being con- 
sumed in this country than formerly, 
while the rae remained about the same, 
although that of raw cotton had_ advanced 
50 percent. A year ago raw cotton was 
worth 84 cents per pound. Now it was 
worth from 12 to 14 cents. (Cheors.) In 
regard to the allegation of the hon. mom- 
ber for North Oxford (Mr. Oliver) that the 
Conservatives were misleading the people, 
as they did in 1878, a difference of opinion 
would prevail.

County Councils. 


For a length of time past the cost of 
legialation in Canada has been earnestly 
discussed by the press, and the conclusion 
has been reached by a great many journals 
that, what with the Municipal and County 
Councils, the Provincial Legislatures and 
the Dominion Parliament, there are too 
many Legislatures and that the sum paid 
out for legislation is too great. Hence 
some writers recommend the abolition of 
the Senate ; others that of the Provincial 


“Legislatures, or at least biennial sessions, 


whilst still others urge that County Coun- 
cils be either done away with or the num- 
ber of members materially reduced. In 
order, therefore, to throw some light on 
the latter subject, we give the following 
figares, which are tabulated from a return 
presented to the Ontario Legislature, and 
which are published by the Owen Sound 
Times. The number of Reeves and De- 
puties respectively, with the number of 
sessions held in 1879,and the total number 
of days each Council was in session, were as

THR COAL TRADE. 


The Halifax Herald thus clearly explains 
the effect of the coal duty on the produc- 
tion of that mineral in Nova Scotia in 1879 : 
Had it not been for the National Policy, 
the year 1879 would have seen the closing 
of most of our coal mines, The unequal! 
struggle which they were waging with the 
Awerican coal mines—every year becoming 
more unequal— would have compelled them, 
had no succor been afforded, to follow 
the course of many others, and stop work. 
As it was, the National Policy when intro- 
duced last March found them paralyzed, and 
except in some few instances, unable to 
take immediate advantage of the protection 
afforded them. The price of coal in the 
United States, during last summer, went 
down lower than it ever before reached in 
that country, with the effect of greatly 
reducing our sales there, and had it not 
been for the duty, would also have driven 
our coal completely out of the Canadian 

market. As it was the abnormally low price 
of American coal joined to the weak and 
disheartened condition of many of our Coal 
Companies, and the scarcity of shipping 
during the Autumn, had the effect of 
seriously neutralizing the good effects of 
the duty. Had it not been for the duty 
however, these causes would have virtually 
put an end toour coal mining industry. 
Asitiswehave been enabled to hold our 
own, and with the removal of these causes 
wo should be able to make a large advance 
during the present year.

Mr. James Mezaonen said a certain 
amount had been put in the estimates for 
the erection of public buildings in this 
city. It is not likely the Government will 
act as we say, but they will hear of our 
action. The buildings should be put up 
ina place where they will give the most 
accommodation to the public.

Manutacture of But ter from W hey. 


By Henny A. Mort, Jn., Pu, D., Exc. 


The utilizing of the waste products in all 
branches of manufacture is becoming every 
day more important. The monufacture of 
butter from the whey, which is a waste pro- 
duct in the manufacture of cheese, is grow- 
ing more and more in favor, This industry 
is now conducted at those factorics where 

whole milk clicese” is manufactured. ‘Che 
butter produced does not possess as much 
flavor and texture as butter made directly 
fron cream, nor are its keeping qualities so 
good, but atillit is difficult to distinguish 
and commands a fair market yaluo. 

Homer ©. Markham, of West Turin, N, 
Y., took out a patent December 11 , 1866, 
for ‘Improvement in Makiug Butter from 
Cheese Whey.” The following is a des- 
cription of his process, as set forth in his 
specifications : 

1, Afterthe usual method of cheese 
making, the curd having been separated 
from the whey, when the whey is put into 
a kettle or vat, then add one gallon of acid 
and one pound of common dairy aalt to the 
quantity that comes from 450 pounds of 
milk ; then heat it to a temperature of from 
200° to 212°, when the cream rises, and is 
taken off with a skimmer, which is put in 
a cool place and kept until the next day 
and then churned in the ordinary manner 
at a temperature of 56° to 68°. and it will 
produce three pounds of butter (which 
when salted and worked over in the usual 
manner, is fit for table use), ‘and in like 
proportion to the quantity of milk used in 
the making of cheese, 

_2. The acid is made by taking any quan- 
tity of common whey at the commencement 
of the cheese making season, boiling it five 
orten minutes ; it is kept one week,becomes 
quite sour, and is ready for use as acid, 


3. Take ten gallons of common whey,add 
one gallon of first made acid, boil three to 
five minutes, when a second curd (so called) 
will rise; it is to be taken off; what remains 
in the kettle is the acid, and is ready for 
use, a8 mentioned in first specilication, 
which process for making the acid is to be 
repeated every second day, or every day if 
necessary. 


James Sugget, of Courtlandville, N. Y., 
took outa patent December 18, 1866, for 
‘*Tmprovement in Manufacture of Butter 
from Whey.” The nature of his invention 
consists: First, in providing suitable vats, 
having a cooling chamber so arranged that 
the whey can be properly cooled and kept 
ata proper temperature until the cream 
rises. Second, in the use of a vat or cooler 
made of tin, or made of wood’ and lined 
with tin, to contain the whey while the 
cream is rising. Third, in the use of cer- 
tain ingredients to destroy the effects of the 
repnet and annatto found in whey, restor- 
ing the HEY whaolosamaatota ana nann 

Mr. Suggett uses a wooden yat in the or- 
dinary shape and of suitable dimensions, 
and from one to two feet in depth. At the 
bottom of the vat is placed two or more 
eross-pieces about six inches in height, and 
perforated with holos to allow water to pass 
freely through. Water is admitted into 
the vat at one end by means of a pipe, and 
is allowed to escape at tho outer end of the 
vat through a stop-cock into a water trough. 
A vat or cooler is then constructed of tin, 
or of wood lined with tin, shaped after the 
wooden vat mentioned above, but of small- 
er dimensions, so that when the tin cooler 
is placed within the wooden vat there will 
be a space of several inches on the different 
sides and at the bottom, and forming a cool- 
ing chamber. The tin cooler rests upon the 
cross pieces, and is provided with handles 
so as to be conveniently removed. Assoon 
as the cheese curd is removed from the 
whey the latter is placed in the tin cooler, 
and cold water (orice and cold water) is 
immediately introduced into the vat 
through the pipe, until the cooling cham- 
ber is filled nearly to the top. The water 
should be allowed to pass off rapidly at 
first, so as to keep the tin cooler surround- 
ed with cold water. By this means the 
whey is rapidly cooled, which is of the 
first importance, and thus brought to the 
right‘temperature. 


Mr. Suggett says: ‘In the process of 
making cheese a brine produced from ren- 
net is used to assist in making the curd. A 
compound known as annatto is dissolved in 
water, and also put into the milk for the 
purpose of coloriug the cheese. These in- 
gredients givethe whey an unwholesome 
taste, and if the cream should be taken 
from itin this state and churned the but- 
ter would be worthlessand unfit for use. 
To destroy the deleterious effect of the 
rennet and annatto leftin the whey, and 
also to cause the cream to rise rapidly, 
and restore it to a pure and wholesome 
condition, I use a solution made of salt- 
petre, borax, and saleratus. I take pail 
containing about ten quarts of pure water, 
in which [ dissolve threo ounces of borax, 
three ounces of saltpetre, and about one 
ounce of galeratus. To twenty gallons 
of whey,or thereabouts, I add one quart of 
this liquid ; but if the weather should be 
cool I fiso less, say one pint. ‘This liquid 
is poured in as svon as the whey is placed 
in the cooler, and it is then thoroughly 
stirred, The whey is allowed to stand in 
the cooler for a period of fifteen to twenty- 
two hours, or thereabouts, by which time 
the cream has been fully oxtracted from 
the whey, and is ready for skimming. In 
skimming the cream I use a tin skimmer, 
made and shaped like any ordinary tin 
dust-pan. The cream is churned in 
the ordinary, way, the butter taken out 
and suffered to stand in cold water 
for ten or fifteon minutes. The water is then 
poured off and the butter workedin the usual 
way. I nse about-one pound of salt to six 
pounds of butter. Tho butter is then 
ready for use or for packing, and will 
be found equal to the best dairy butter 


manufactured directly from milk,” Mr, 
Suggett says: ‘By the old method 
the whey was placed in zinc tanks and 


merely kept in a cool place, anda hand- 
ful of salt thrown in, ‘This method is open 
to several objections. It was found that the 
butter made in that way was little olse than 
greaso, and unlit to eat. ‘The zine communi- 
cated a black substance to the whey, making 
the buttor full of black streaks, Ih warm 
woather tho whey was not cooled with suf- 
ficient rapidity and became sour, thus spoil- 
ing the cream, ‘Tho salt did not operate to 
destroy the offect of tho rennet and annat- 
to, consequently the cream and the butter 
mado from it tasted of those ingrodionts, 
and was unwholosome, Whereas by my 
process of using atin vat or cooler, sur- 




















rounded by cold water, and applying the 
ingredients { have described, all these ob- 
Jections are obyiated, and good butter pro- 
duced with loas labor and expense.” Mr. 
Suggett claims that as an article of food for 
hogs or other animals, the whey, after be- 
ing subject to his process, is ntore Valuable 
than before being used in the Baid prconas.

Apparatus. The apparatus is ¢ ) 
bottomed vat twelve tent long by three toe 
wide and twenty inches deep. These dimen- 
sions may be varied to accommodate the 
#120 of the dairy. The vat sets over a brick 
or stone arch, and is accommodated to the 
use of eighteen or twenty inch wood. ‘The 
floor is a slightly inclined plane toward the 
back of the vat. The vat and arch should 
be placed a little lower than the milk vat 
80 a8 to enable the whey to be easily drawn 
off by means of a syphon. 


The Process. After drawing the whey 
from the curd into the vat over the arch 
referred to, one gallon of acid is added to 
the whey for every fifty gallons of milk, if 
the whey is sweet.

The acid having been added in the above 
proportions, heat is immediately applied to 
the mass until it indicates a temperature of 
from 170 ° to 180° Fahrenheit. The cream 
now begins to rise and is skimmed off with 
a tin scoop: and when it has all been re- 
moved, it is set in a cool place and left to 
stand for twenty-four hours. It is then 
churned at a temperature of from 56° to 
68 ° , according to the temperature of the 
weather, and is then worked and salted in 
the ordinary manner of butter-making. 
This process gives on apn-*--— ae 
pounds of butter T° rhe acid is made by 
taking any quantity of whey after extract- 
ing the cream, heating it to the boiling 
point, and adding a gallon of strictly sour 
whey for eyery ten gallons of boiling whey, 
when all the casein and albuminous matter 
in the whey will collect in a mass, and may 
be skimmed off. The whey is now left to 
stand for twenty-four or forty-eight hours, 
when it will be ready for use as acid. The 
process just described is very similar to the 
one first described, for which Mr. Markham 
received a patent. 








Harly Lambs. 


The season has now arrived when some 
animals require extra attention. Cows and 
ewes that are to ‘‘come in early” should be 
fed so as to keep up their strength. If they 
get very poor and weak, they are more liable 
to difficulties in parturition, their constitutions 
become impeired, and their offspring will 
partake of their debility, An animal that is 
born healthy and strong may be reared with 
half the expense, and is worth twice as much 
as one that is sickly and feeble. 


It pays, then, to bestow extra attention 
upon the sheep. By all means provide them 
a yard or enclosure by themselves, where 
they will not be worried and chased from 
corner to corner by the cattle and colts, 
Commence in good season to nurse up the 
ewes with a little extra feed, such asa few 
roots, a handful of beans and oats. An occa- 
sional feed of rye is excellent, being more 
laxative than some other kinds of grain and 
on that account extremely beneficial. 


Those who breed lambs for an early market 
have them dropped mostly during tho latter 
part of February and in March. There being 
no grass in this northern latitude at that 
season of the year, considerable care in feed- 
ing is necessary to breserve the lambs, and 
providea due supply of milk for their susten- 
ance. A pint of oatmeal scalded in two quarta 
of water makes a fine slop for ewes at this 
time, Equal quantities of corn and oats, with 
one-fourth the quantity each of beans and rye 
gre together, is an excellent provender 


or ewes that drop their lambs early. 
Good water should be supplied freely, 
and as much fine English hay as they 
will eat. A moderate quantity of roots, or if 


nut on hand then a full supply of well cured 
rowen liay, is desirable food for causing & flow 
of milk. Don’t give roots of any kind in too 
large quantities, especially in cold wosther ; I 
know many farmers recommend them highly 
as green food, in winter. Thoy are valuable, 
if fed judiciously ; that is, in the coldest wea- 
ther feed lightly if avy, but in moderate days 
give more, Roots are cold and watery, and 
when partaken of too freely by ewes are apt 
to cause a too laxative state, This viow of 
tho subject is corroborated by tho oxperience 
of somo of our best farmors. 


No young animal ishardier than a lamb 
with enough to eat. After thoy aro a few 
days old, and woll used tothe “ways of the 
world” they with the ewes nay be turned out 
into the open road, where they can enjoy the 
sunshine and. have plenty ot frosh air and 
exorcise. Dry and warm shelter should be 
provided, with pleuty of atraw bedding ad- 
joining tho yard for them to go under at will. 
Lambs ata month old will bogin to nibble 
hay coneidorably and at this ago they can 
easily bo taught to oat meal of any kind by 
placing it within their reach. This will be 
benoticial to thom, as it seoms to give them 
a good start, and when the grass comes they 
grow right along, while all the oxtra feeding 
and oare doyoted tolambs that come oarly

The month of March has witnessed many 
dissolutions of Parliament. In the reign 
of Henry VIII. there were two March dis- 
solutions, namely, on March 4, 1513, and 
March 29, 1544; in the reign of Edward 
VI. one, on March 31, 1553; in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth two, on March 23, 
1587, and March 29, 1589; in the reign of 
James lL. one, on March 27, 1625; in the 
reign of Charles I. one, on March 10,1629, 
during the Commonwealth one, on March 
16, 1660; in the reign of Charles Il. one, 
on March 28, 1681; in’the reign of George 
I. one, on March 10, 1722; in the reign of 
George LI. one, on March 21, 1761; in the 
reign of George III. two, on March 12, 
1768, and March 26, 1784. The present 
dissolution is the second that has taken 
place in March during the reign of the 
present Sovereign, the first being that of 
March 21, 1857. 


The writs for the coming elections in 
Great Britain and Ireland were to 
gone out from the Speaker's office on the 
24th to the sheriffs and other returning 
officers.

The English money order system is being 
brought within the reach of those who need 
it most, the persons who have small sums 
of money to transmit by mail.

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A JUST REPROACH. 

_ The Ottawa Citizen says :—“ In admit: 
ting the revival of the American iron trade 
the Globe gives itself away. That trade 
exists through protection ; but for protec- 
tion it would not exist at all. Let us ask 
is it a thing for Canadians to be proud of, 
that there is a demand for our iron ores to 
feed American furnaces? Haye we not 
reason rather to be ashamed of tho re- 
proach, for such it is, that our treasures of 
iron ore are of no use to ourselves, though 
somehow or other our wideawake neigh- 
bors find use for them ?” 

THAT EXODUS, 

The alleged exodus to the United States 
which the Globe attributes asa matter of 
course to the N. P.,is made up of habitants 
from Quebec who work in the brick fields 
in the United States during the spring and 
summer months of each year,of lumbermen 
who drive the logs to the mills in Michigan 
and return to Canada in summer; and of 
persons who cross the lines at Ogdensburg 
to travel westward on the Grand Trunk, as 
the cheapest route. 

A COMPARISON. 

The Halifax Herald publishes a detailod 
comparison between the population, at dif- 
ferent periods, of the three Provinces of 
Nova Scotia, New Bronswick and Prince 
Edward Island, andthe three adjoining 
States of Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, with the object of confuting tho 
prevalent impression that all the progress 
and growth take place on the other side of 
the line, and are largely at the expense of 
the Canadian Provinces. In 1840 the 
population of the three Provinces was405,- 
779 and that of the three States 1,078,315, 
about two and a half times as great. The 
next decade showed a slight absolute gain 
for the States, though the ratio of growth 
on the part of the Provinces was a good 
deal greater. In 1860 the States showed a 
total of 1,369,464, and the year following 
the Provinces had 663,761 population, an 
increase during the decade of 130,000, while 
the States had only an increase of 54,000.

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three States combined was very slight, as 
their census showed a population of 1,275,- 
733, while the Provinces in 1871 had a 
population of 767,415—6.000increase in the 
one case, and 144,000 in the other. On the 
basis of the last general census the Mari- 
time Provinces have augmented their pop- 
ulation 80 per cent. since 1840, while the 
contiguous States have only increased by 30 
per cent. Doubtless the coming census 
will show a similar result. It must be ro- 
membered that the natural increase, is as a 
rule, greater in all parts of Canada than in 
the United States, where smali families are 
the rule, and large cities and factory towns, 
with their unhealthy conditions of liying, 
impair the stamina of the population.
